GRAYLING -— The Dy- 
namic Duo was dynamic 
again. 

That is the story of the 
2019 Au Sable River Canoe 
Marathon. 

Andy Triebold, 43, of 
Grayling, and Steve Lajoie, 
43, of Mirabel, Quebec took 
the Au Sable title for the 11th 
time as a team, and the sec- 
ond year in a row over the 
weekend, crossing the finish

Triebold and Lajoie win for 11th time and second in a row 


of the grueling 120-mile race 
that extends from Grayling 
to Oscoda along the winding 
contours of the Au Sable 
River, in an excellent time of 
14 hours, 15 minutes, 34 sec- 
onds. 

That is the fifth-fastest 
winning time ever recorded 
in the event. Triebold and 
Lajoie beat out the strong 
challenge of young, proven 
Au Sable racers Guillaume 


Blais, 33, and Samuel Frigon, 


23, both of St. Boniface, Que- 
bec.

ished in a time of 14:20:13, 
about five minutes behind 
the winners. 

Blais and Frigon have both 
fared very well in the race in 
recent years. Frigon won the 
Au Sable title two years ago 
in 2017 with then-partner 
Christophe Proulx in a time 
of 14:18:45. Last year, Proulx 
and Frigon were runners-up 
to Triebold and Lajoie. Blais 
is no stranger to the top tier 
of finishers either, coming in 
third, third, fourth and sec- 
ond in the 2016-2019 races. 

The team of Chris Is- 
sendorf, 37, of Dripping 
Springs, TX, and longtime 
racer Pete Mead, 38, of Tra- 
verse City, claimed third 
place in 14:21:18. It was the 
20th time for Mead complet- 
ing the marathon race. Mead 
has been a consistent top-10 
finisher in recent years, 
though third is his highest 
finish to date. This was Is- 
sendorf’s second straight 
top-10 finish. 

Mike Davis, 28, of Homer 
and Shane MacDowell, 31, of 
Lake Placid, NY, were fourth 
(14:25:54) and the duo of Gra- 
ham Smith, 42, of Saskatoon, 
SK, and Matt Meersman, 42, 
of South Bend, IN, came in 
fifth (14:31:05) and were also 
the first masters (40-older) 
team to finish after Triebold 
and Lajoie, who were not 
only the overall champions 
but also the top masters 
team as well. 

Triebold and Lajoie led 
from start to finish, as they 
typically do, gradually in- 
creasing the lead from point- 
to-point. The bigger 
competition was for the run- 
ner-up spot between the 
team of Blais and Frigon 
and the team of Issendorf 
and Mead. Those two teams 
were basically neck and neck 
before Blais and Frigon cre- 
ated a bit of separation be- 
tween the Foote Dam and the 
Oscoda finish. There was 
eventually a difference of 65 
seconds between the runner- 
up team and the third-place 
team. 

Triebold and Lajoie won 
the race eight straight times 
between 2008 and 2015 and 
also won together for the 
first time in 2004. The two 
did not race together in 2016 
and 2017 but reunited again 
for the 2018 race and, like old 
times, won again. This year 
they were going for their 
11th victory as a team and 
beat out the field. 

It was a good year for 
times with the water height 
and the conditions favoring 
the racers. Triebold and La- 
joie’s time of 14:15:34 was the 
fifth-fastest winning time 
ever recorded and the eighth 
fastest time ever in the his- 
tory of the event. It was also 
the second-fastest time ever 
recorded by Triebold and La- 
joie as aracing duo. Their 
previous fastest time came 
in 2008 when they won the 
race in 14:09:06. 

The fastest time ever was 
just under 14 hours (13:58:08)

1994 by another dynamic rac- 
ing duo, Serge Corbin and 
Solomon Carriere, both of 
whom were 387 years old at 
the time. The runner-up time 
of 14:20:13 posted this year by 
Blais and Frigon also puts 
them in the top 20 of the 
fastest times ever recorded in 
the marathon race. 

The 2019 mixed champions 
are Rich Lauth, 46, of Grosse 
Tle and 28-year-old Mary 
Schlimmer of Traverse City. 
The duo completed the race 
in 15:06:18, good for 14th 
place overall. 

The 2019 women’s champi- 
ons and senior division 
champions were both repeat 
winners from a year ago. Re- 
becca Davis, 29, of Homer 
and Edith McHattie, 45, of 
Saskatoon, SK, crossed the 
finish line in Oscoda in an 
impressive time of 15:15:36, 
good for 16th place overall. 

The senior champions Seth 
Miller, 52, of Norwood, MA, 
and Stephen Miller, 54, of 
Groton, MA, posted a time of 
16:02:23, earning 28th place 
overall and winning the sen- 
iors title for the third 
straight time. 

This year’s top all-rookie 
team was Chris Prater, 28, 
and Oliver McMillan, 26, 
both of London, Ontario. 
They finished in 16:15:14, 
good for 35th overall. 


RACE NOTES 

—There were 90 boats that 
entered the water this year 
and a remarkable 81 that fin-

—Womens Champions 
Davis and Edith MacHattie 
won for the third straight 
year 

—Lynne Witte, 65, of 
Luther, the “Tron Lady of the 
Au Sable,” amazingly com- 
pleted her 38th marathon 
race this year, more than any

other racer. This year Lynne 
raced with Gwen Hills, 35, of 
Traverse City, and came in 
66th overall in a time of 
17:24:53. Lynne’s first race 
was way back in 1980 and she 
has completed in the 
women’s division and the 
mixed division at various 
times. Durable Rick Joy, who 
last participated in 2017, has 
the second-most race finishes 
with 34, and the legendary Al 
Widing Sr. of Mio, whose Au 
Sable racing presence 
spanned a whopping 60 
years, starting in 1955 and 
ending in 2014, has 33 com- 
pleted races to his credit. 

—Bill Torongo, 57, of 
Roscommon is climbing the 
list of active paddlers with 
completed marathons. 
Torongo is fourth on the all- 
time list with 31 finishes and 
second behind Witte among 
active racers. Torongo 
teamed with Ray Trudgeon, 
37, of Frederic for a very re- 
spectable 21st-place time of 
15:34:36. 

—Michael Garon, 61, of 
Washington Township added 
to his all-time total in consec- 
utive finishes with his 21st 
this year when he and 60- 
year-old partner Doug Gillin 
of Adrian came in 37th place 
overall (16:19:22). Garon’s 
streak started in 1999, Lynne 
Witte is second, having 18 
straight finishes from 1996- 
2012. Andy Triebold, 43, com- 
pleted his 17th consecutive 
marathon race this year, dat- 
ing back to 2003. 

—Nate Winkler, 47, of Tra- 
verse City also completed his 
17th consecutive race this 
year. Winkler, teamed with 
37-year-old Chris Gallagher 
of Traverse City to come in 
come in 50th place (16:45:34). 

—Hats off to the masters 
duo of Gary Aprea, 76, of 
Pittsfield, Massachusetts, 
and Nick Lyesiuk, 75, of Or- 
ange, MA, by far the most 
“experienced” team in the 
field. They came in 69th place 
(17:40:01). 

—Roger Henry, 77, of Rex- 
ford, NY, was the eldest racer 
to enter this year’s field, 
though he and partner Kevin 
Berl, 55, of Macedon, NY, 
were not able to finish be- 
cause of illness.

If your answer is price, you’ll be right a good 
majority of the time. If your home isn’t sell- 
ing, buyers think the value of your house is 
less than the price you want.
